DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-2 and 5-7, the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach the limitation of an electrode for an electric double layer capacitor comprising: a 
polarizable electrode which is rolled or bent so as to be applied to the electric double 
layer capacitor, wherein a coefficient of elongation S for the polarizable electrode being 
adapted to be greater than (R + T)/R and less than or equal to 1 .1 1 , where R represents 
a curvature of an inscribed circle at a bent portion of the polarizable electrode and T 
represents a thickness of the polarizable electrode. 

With respect to claims 3-4, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a method for manufacturing an electrode sheet for an electric double 
layer capacitor comprising: a polarizable electrode which is rolled or bent so as to be 
applied to the electric double layer capacitor, wherein a coefficient of elongation S for 
the polarizable electrode being adapted to be greater than (R + T)/R and less than or 
equal to 1.11, where R represents a curvature of an inscribed circle at a bent portion of 
the polarizable electrode and T represents a thickness of the polarizable electrode.

e. Kurzweil et al. disclose a double layer capacitor composed of a plurality of 
individual double layer capacitor cells.
